Report from Bluefields, fruit port — Quarantine again\t Limon. 

Assistant-Surgeon Goodman reports, May 10, as follows: Week 
ended May 9, 1903. Present officially estimated population, 4,000; 
one death; prevailing disease, malaria in a mild form; general sani- 
tary condition of this port and the surrounding country during the 
week, good. The health authorities of this port have established a 
quarantine detention of six days against all craft, their crew and pas- 
sengers, from Limon, Costa Rica. The onty communication between 
these two ports heretofore has been by small sailing boats, and under 
the above restrictions it is probable even this will cease.
